the hospitality of his home for the occasion, 
gave a brief history of the house which was 
built by Mark Newman in 1809. Later it 
was occupied by Professor Murdock, Pro- 
fessor Emerson, Professor Shedd and Pro- 
fessor Smythe, all teachers in the Andover 
Theological Seminary. It was during the 
time that James Murdock, professor of 
Sacred Rhetoric, occupied the house that 
Oliver Wendell Holmes was a tenant in a 
room on the second floor. Although he was 
a student here for only one year, he made 
many visits to Andover, returning for the 
centennial in 1878, when he read his poem, 
“The Schoolboy.” A paper on Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, giving many interesting 
lights on the Andover of that day was read 
by Dr, Claude M. Fuess. ‘Lord of all being 
throned afar,” written by Dr. Holmes, and 
annually used as a part of the Phillips com- 
mencement program was then sung by the 
gathering. A reading from ‘The Autocrat 
of the Breakfast Table,” ‘‘The Last Walk 
with the School Mistress” was given by 
Rev. F. A. Wilson, and “The Wonderful 
One-Horse Shay” by Perley F. Gilbert. 

The story of Adoniram Judson, who 
entered Andover Theological Seminary in 
1808, and one of the first men to be sent out 
by the American Foreign Missionary society 
was told by Rev. C. Norman Bartlett. An 
eventful life of service in India opened the 
path for future workers in the mission field. 

The achievements of Andover’s Missionary 
heroine, Miss Mary Graffam, who was a 
graduate of the Punchard school in 1889, 
were recounted by her neighbor and class- 
mate, Fred H. Ladd. As an organizer of 
industrial work and agricultural projects, 
the founder of a hospital, the devoted leader 
of the Armenian refugees driven from Sivas 
during the World war, her qualities as a 
leader were recognized and she was decorated 
by several governments.

Currents of Reaction 


The newspapers contain many items 

suggesting that freedom of speech and 
action is being restricted. Side by side 
with evidence of greater liberalism and 
social understanding there are in our 
life unmistakable signs of reaction. In 
this era of dictatorships some countries 
make no pretense of safeguarding the 
liberties to which the people have long 
been accustomed. But to find this 
narrowed attitude in this country is at 
once surprising and distasteful. 
The most notorious case was the 
Dayton “monkey” trial of last summer, 
which proved but the beginning of a 
movement which bids fair to suppress 
the explanation of evolution in a number 
of our states. Mississippi and Texas 
have since passed such ridiculous pro- 
hibitions and other states are likely to 
follow their example. These states are 
only making themselves the laughing 
stock of a relatively enlightened world. 
In 1646, there was enacted in the in- 
creasing Massachusetts General Court a 
law which made denial of the existence of 
the Deity punishable by death. A half 
century later our forebears had the 
good sense to reduce the maximum 
punishment for this offence to one year 
of imprisonment, and as time passed, 
the existence of the ‘blue law’? was 
forgotten altogether until the present 
current of reaction brought it to light 
again. Only the other day a Brockton 
man was arrested for denying the 
existence of a supreme being. This law 
applies to ‘* whoever wilfully blasphemes 
the holy name of God by denying, curs- 
ing, or contumeliously reproaching God, 
his creation, government or final judging 
of the world ‘ He 

One worthy defender of the faith 
recently came out with an absurd in- 
dictment of Sunday newspapers, mainly 
on the ground that they meant working 
on the Lord’s day. The good man 
might better have directed his energies 
to denouncing Monday papers, because 
Sunday editions are practically all 
printed Saturday night. No one has 
any objection to the strict way in which 
some people choose to pass their Sun- 
days, but those who insist that every- 
body should be made to spend that day 
in their own gloomy way are certainly 
treading on other people’s toes. To 
bring about their aims they dig up 
statutes passed in the old rural days 
when church-going was the only Sunday 
diversion. 

Our national government has not 
been free from this trend. Within the 
last few months three titled foreign 
women have tried to gain admission to 
this country, two of whom have been 
excluded. The Countess of Cathcart 
who has been furnishing the metropoli- 
tan dailies with such readable scandal, 
at least has the satisfaction of knowing 
why her application for admission was 
turned down. As much cannot be said 
for such an admirable woman as 
Countess Karolyi, wife of the ex-presi- 
dent of Hungary, who can elicit no 
explanation from the sphinx-like Secre- 
tary of State. Persons who know the 
Countess say that her views are not at 
all subversive. As the Hungarian 
President, her husband upheld princi- 
ples similar to our own. But all this is of 
no avail; Washington remains unmoved 
in its stubborness, 

More serious than these cases is the 
attitude of well-meaning citizens, some 
of them high in public authority, who 
deem it a crime for citizens to criticize 
the practices or the form of their 
government. No more dangerous atti- 
tude could be held than this and it is 
astonishing to find it voiced in this free 
land for it smacks either of despotism 
and tyranny or of infallible sovereignty. 
These self-styled patriots are the ones 
who shout ‘*Red’’ at honest believers 
in pacifism and ‘ Bolshevik” at all who 
even suggest that our Constitution may 
not be perfection itself, while they 
shield their own holier-than-thou atti- 
tude by endless flag-waving. Was it not 
Johnson who said, in effect, that while 
discussing principles, patriotism is the 
last resort of a scoundrel? 

There was a time— not long ago— 
when criticism of any government 
meant death. Since then there has 
been established in this country at least 
a government which, we are told, is “‘of 
the people, by the people, and for the 
people.” If the people are not free 
to say how they shall be ruled then we

have, not democracy, but tyranny. Our 
own Senator Butler is among those who 
would suppress any utterance which in 
any way is unpatriotic as he sees 
patriotism. ‘This cotton manufacturer 
should open his history books and learn 
that statesmen, the latchet of whose 
shoes he would be unworthy to unloose, 
were not pretentious enough to set 
themselves up as absolute judges over 
the opinions of those who differed with 
them. Even our Constitution was ac- 
cepted with great reluctance by the 
contemporaries of the Founding Fathers, 
and time has shown its inescapable 
shortcomings, great as that document 
really is. 

Is Democracy based on so weak a 
foundation that the criticisms of a 
“radical” Karolyi will undermine its 
security? How absurd a _ thought. 
Gold, far from being polluted when 
submerged in baser elements, is only 
purified by the contact. If democracy 
is all that we are told it is, the remarks 
of a few “radicals” cannot send it 
reeling into utter darkness. 

The contention here is not for radi- 
calism, good or bad; it is instead, for the 
utmost possible liberty for every person. 
This certainly includes the constitu- 
tional guarantee of free discussion and 
criticism — even to the extent of an- 
swering our self-appointed guardians 
of the republic’s safety, 


Loitering about Town 


Hanging around some store or lunch 
room has become a general habit with 
many young men during evenings and 
Sunday afternoons. As a rule they 
start getting together soon after dinner 
and keep their vigil far into the night. 
They impose on merchants who do not 
order them out for fear of offending 
them, but idling away winter evenings 
under a hospitable merchant's roof does 
him more harm than these groups 
dream of. 

The presence of these loiterers is 
enough to keep self-respecting girls 
and women from trading at such 
places because these young men are all 
too apt to pass some uncalled-for re- 
mark about a woman customer, or 
they may spare her until she has left, 
only to make comments once she has 
passed out of hearing. Even men prefer 
not to trade at a store which is half full 


of men loafing away their time. Our 
store keepers undoubtedly lose in 


dignity and sales due to these unwel- 
come guests. 

If these people are not to waste their 
time in this way what should they be 
doing? On Sundays some form of 
sports or athletics would be more 
wholesome than the present practice. 
During evenings they might indulge in 
games, the movies, bowling or dancing. 
It would probably be too much to 
expect that they should spend several 
evenings each week in reading current 
news, fiction, general articles or books 
relating to their work so as to improve 
themselves technically, but it is a 
pity to see valuable time lost in idling 
about town when better entertainment 
or profitable reading can be had at 
home. ‘The least that can be asked is 
that they spare our merchants the 
humiliation of having to send them out 
or suffer business losses in case they are 
good natured to tell them where they 
have no business to park.

Seek Appropriation for New Piece of 
Fire Apparatus 


Several prominent local citizens have 
placed an article in the town warrant calling 
for the appropriation of $13,000 to be used 
for the purchase of a new piece of fire appar- 
atus. The piece desired is a modern, up-to- 
date pump similar in type to the American- 
La France pump now in use here. 

At present there are three pieces of motor 
apparatus in the local fire station; an Ameri- 
can-LaFrance combination hose and chemi- 
cal purchased in 1912, an American-La- 
France pumper purchased in 1914, and a 
Stutz facies truck, purchased two years ago. 
The plan, provided the new pump is pur- 
chased, is to move the American-LaFrance 
combination hose and chemical down to 
Ballardvale to replace the horses. ‘This 
smaller truck would be replaced in the Central 
station by the new pump which would be used 
to good advantage. At present there is no 
reserve pump. Not long ago the stable on 
Park street owned by John F. McDonough 
was burned to the ground. At that time the 
pump was in Boston being overhauled and 
the town was without a reserve pump. Help 
was summoned from Lawrence, but by the 
time the Lawrence pump arrived it was too 
late. The barn was a total loss and five or 
six horses were burned to death. This might 
have been avoided had Andover a reserve 
pump. The old pump, while at present in 
good condition is, like all machinery, liable 
to break down at the wrong time. 

The local pump has often been sent to 
Lawrence on an emergency, leaving Andover 
without a reserve pump. There have been 
times when the pump was out at one fire and 
another alarm was given for a fire in an ou}- 
lying section of the town. In these instancts 
the smaller piece of apparatus has been seen, 
only to discover that a pump could have been 
used to good advantage. Chief Emerson, 
therefore, feels justified in asking for a new 
pump for the protection of the town.

“The Mob and the Movies’ 


The brilliant lecture on “The Mob and 
the Movies” given before the members of 
the November club and their guests on Mon- 
day afternoon by Louis K. Anspacher, 
actor and dramatist, will undoubtedly re- 
main the outstanding event of the 1925-1926 
season. <A long and intimate acquaintance 
with the production of both the spoken and 
pictured drama, a rare facility of expression, 
and delightful sense of humor made his 
remarks not only authoritative but highly 
entertaining. se 

The place which the movie and the spoken 
drama are destined to hold in the field of art 
were made clear and their functions easily 
differentiated. Mr. Anspacher said that 
there was no doubt that the movie satisfied 
something in humanity all over the world as 
was plainly evidenced by the fact thit 
20,000,000 people in a day are in attendance 
at the pictures and their production consti- 
tutes the third greatest industry in the 
country, being exceeded only by the United 
States steel company and the railroads. 
The movies are made for the mob and too 
much must not be expected of them as they 
are adapted to the lowest common denomin- 
ator of humanity, to persons, the average 
intelligence of whom does not exceed that of 
a fourteen-year-old. They will progress only 
as far as the mob will allow them to progress. 
Moving picture palaces are growing daily, 
larger and larger, some of those in India 
being limited only by range of vision of the 
human eye, while the theatres continue to 
grow smaller and smaller. One invaluable 
function of the movie is to preserve the pres- 
ent for the future. And since eye impres- 
sions are quicker and more lasting than ear 
impressions they will come to be used more 
and more as educational factors. It is im- 
possible to get sex and melodrama out of the 
movies, yet Mr. Anspacher feels that their 
influence is overwhelmingly on the right 
moral side of the ledger. He also spoke of the 
subtle power of music though arranged by 
“non conductors and decomposers” in 
helping to put the story over. 

Yet there is drama, drama dependent on 
the inner spirit motivation which cannot be 
produced by the movie. Mr. Anspacher 
quoted the familiar lines of Hamlet “To be 
or not to be’’ — and read them so well that 
his hearers wished they might hear even 
more—as an illustration of something 
beyond the scope of the pictured drama. 
This limitation will, in itself, be a force to 
improve the legitimate stage constraining 
authors to write plays where the mental 
conflict is supremely important and with a 
quality which cannot be equally well pro- 
duced by the movie and the spoken word. 

The unusually hearty applause accorded 
Mr. Anspacher at the conclusion of his 
lecture was evidence of the keen appreciation 
of his audience. His visit to Andover, al- 
though arranged for last spring, was made at 
some personal inconvenience on his part as 
Monday was the opening night in New York 
of his new play, “The Unchastened Woman.”

However, the erratic reducing for fashion’s 
sake is unwise and often dangerous. Foods 
which are necessary are cut out of the diet, 
and the sudden scheme of exercising is a 
strain on the body. 

A person who needs to reduce must be sure 
to include all necessary foods in the diet. 
This means milk, fruit and vegetables, coarse 
breads and cereals, and some butter and 
eggs. Sweets and fried foods may be cut 
out entirely, as also white bread and potatoes. 
A little less of everything may be taken. 
Radical changes in diet should not be made 
without consulting a physician.

Special sermons on Abraham Lincoln were 
famines at the South and Free churches 
Sunday, both pastors telling of the merits of 
the Civil War president.

Scouts Obey the Law 

There is a wholesome lesson in the report 
of the New York State Commission of 
Prisons that of the ten thousand youths 
committed to the House of Refuge on Ran- 
dall’s Island in the last fifteen years, not one 
has been a Boy Scout. 

In these days of countless idealistic vagaries 
and silly reforms, it is refreshing to note the 
wholesome results obatined by a well-ordered 
and right-minded organization such as the 
Boy Scouts. 

“In all my career I have known only one 
case where a Scout was involved in an offence 
against the law,” said Captain James H. 
Beard, nephew of Dan Beard, the grand old 
man of the Scout movement. “This was a 
thirteen-year-old boy who confessed to a 
theft to shield his mother, an illiterate 
alien.” 

There are fifty thousand boys on Man- 
hattan Island alone who are not Scouts,” 
according to Leverett S. Miller, president of 
Manhattan Council. ‘From this group 
come the lads who go to the Tombs where 
2328 boys from sixteen to twenty-one years 
of age were booked in 1924, an increase of 
more than 40 percent in two years.”

heart — of this I know a great deal, One and 
only one talk upon themes strictly religious 
did we ever have together. I will never 
forget the circumstance: We were walking 
together from his beautiful home on Cutty- 
hunk Island down to what I call his guest 
house (for he was then entertaining there 
some twenty-five guests), The sun had gone 
down in a canopy of glory and the stars, like 
far-flung diamonds, studded the heavens 
arching our heads.
